ment officials said. The cartel is responsible for as 
much as 80 percent of the cocaine flowing into the 
United States, according to federal drug officials. 

“There is no more effective way to deal with the 
business of drug trafficking than to take the profit 
out of it,” Thornburgh said at a news conference.

“I think it’s fair to describe this operation as a 
very hostile takeover of a major money laundering 
operation,” he said. 

Some of the defendants were still being sought 
Wednesday, including a Colombian holed up in a 
bank in Panama to elude Panamanian Defense 
Forces seeking to arrest him for U.S. authorities. 

U.S. officials said the laundering operation 
played a significant role in the handling of the 
cartel’s illegal drug proceeds and was known within 
the drug world as “La Mina,” or “The Mine.” 

Agents learned of the ring while operating an 
undercover money-laundering operation of their 
own in Atlanta as part of a joint investigation by 
federal agencies, including the Internal Revenue 
Service and Drug Enforcement Agency. 

Authorities said that undercover agents received 
complaints from alleged drug-world figures that 
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they were moving too slowly in their laundering, or 
processing the money into seemingly legitimate 
accounts. 

The agents were told La Mina could get the 
money by wire from Los Angeles to Panama within 
48 hours, according to court documents released 
with the indictments. 

Federal agents then expanded their investiga- 
tion into that operation, using electronic inter- 
cepts, surveillance and pursuit of financial paper 
trails. 

Thornburgh said that it is difficult to determine 
just how much impact the federal action will have 
on the Medellin cartel. 3 

“Common sense tells me when you disrupt an 
operation that has laundered over a billion dollars 


in two years, you’re going to force some adjust- 


ment in their operation.”

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Fletcher takes job 
director

SALT LAKE CITY — Resigning 
NASA Director James Fletcher con- 
firmed he will return to the Univer- 
sity of Utah, where he served as pres- 
ident from 1964 to 1971, to head up 
the state’s efforts to cash in on a pur- 
ported breakthrough in nuclear fu- 
sion research. 

Gov. Norm Bangerter will call the 
Legislature back into special session 
April 7 to appropriate $5 million for 
the program Fletcher will direct. 

U of U President Chase N. Peter- 
son said late Tuesday that Fletcher 
was expected to return to Utah some- 
time next week to begin pulling the 
program together. 

Meanwhile, U of U chemistry pro- 
fessor B. Stanley Pons, who along 
with British researcher Martin Fleis- 
chmann announced last week that 
they had created nuclear fusion, re- 
ported Wednesday that graphics il- 
lustrating the experiment apparently 
had been stolen. 

School officials said the “over- 
heads” had been missing since last 
Thursday. “They had to have been 
stolen. They were not mislaid,” said 
university spokeswoman Barbara A. 
Shelley. 

She indicated the illustrations may 
have disappeared at the March 23 
news conference where Pons was sur- 
rounded by reporters and curious sci- 
entists. 

Fletcher, 69, who has an academic 
background in physics, said he is opti- 
mistic about the future of so-called 
“cold-fusion” research in Utah. 

“Tf they do (verify the experiment), 
it is really something gangbusters. In 
terms of breakthroughs it would cer- 
tainly be a bigger factor than the tran- 
sistor when that was built,” Fletcher 
said in Washington. 

“But the jury is still out. We still 
have to verify it. I don’t know the 
people that were involved and what

their competencies are. But as near as 
I can tell it’s good,” he added. 

Legislative leaders initially op- 
posed having a special session so soon 
after adjournment in February of the 
general session, but changed their 
minds after being briefed by Peterson 
and other backers of the commercial- 
ization program. 

On March 28, Peterson announced 
that Pons and Fleischmann had cre- 
ated nuclear fusion — turning hydro- 
gen into helium — with the accompa- 
nying release of energy’ in 
experiments at the school. 

The implications of such a discoy- 
ery are enormous — cheap, safe, sim- 
ple electrical power in an era domi- 
nated by petroleum-fueled political 
tensions.

Bids to restore Provo street

JAll bids for the resurfacing of 
}ovo’s University Avenue, sched- 
id to begin in April, came in under 
+ official estimates of the Utah De- 
irtment of Transportation, said a 
OT public information official. 

WKevin Beckstrom said all of the 
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three bids received Tuesday were un- 
der UDOT’s official estimate of 
$2,742,666. The low bid of $2,272,780 
was .submitted by Orem-based 
Geneva Rock Products. 

“This is about a half of a million 
dollars under the official estimate,” 
Beckstrom said. 

However, a contract will not be 
awarded until the bids are reviewed 
to make sure there were no errors and 
that all requirements were met, he 
said. 

“The next step is to get a contract 
hammered out,” he said, which could 
be awarded as soon as the end of the 
week, 

The construction project will com- 
pletely remove the old surface of Uni- 
versity Avenue between 300 South 
and 800 North and replace it with a 
concrete surface. 

Beckstrom said this is similar to the 
reconstruction that took place on 
State Street last year. 

The project will begin at the south 
end of the project and move block by 
block, keeping four blocks of Univer- 
sity Avenue under construction at a 
time, he said. Construction will not 
exceed 30 days on a block. 

Beckstrom said the bids were for 95 
working days, and construction will 
be completed in September or Octo- 

er. 

Beckstrom said Freedom Boule- 
vard will be used as a detour around 
the University Avenue reconstruc- 
tion. Access to businesses in the con- 
struction area will be through back 
entrances and sidewalks. 

Resurfacing consists of removing 
the old surface of the road and replac- 
ing it with 11 inches of concrete. The 
concrete is expected to last 50 years 
without major repairs, Beckstrom 
said. While the surface is removed, 
Provo’s old water lines under the road 
will also be replaced, he said.

Unita forest service, Utah County 
step up enforcementof ORVs laws

Utah County and the Uinta National Forest Service are 
combining to step up enforcement of off-road vehicle viola- 
tions in hopes of preserving the watershed and beauty 
along the Wasatch Front. 

In a meeting Wednesday with the Utah County Com- 
missioners and officials from the Utah County Sheriffs 
Office, Don Nebeker, forest supervisor for the Uinta Na- 
tional Forest, said off-road vehicles (ORVs) are destroy- 
ing valuable watershed and scaring the mountainside 
along the Wasatch Front. 

“This is a problem that is growing in magnitude,” said 
Nebeker. “Not only is the watershed being destroyed, but 
the beauty of our mountains is at stake.” 


County agrees to partnership 


Brent Morris, county commissioner, said the county has 
agreed to be partners with the Forest Service in solving 
the problems created by ORVs. He said the mayors from 
Utah County cities will need to become involved if efforts 
to stop ORVs from damaging the mountainside are going 
to be effective. . 

“Mayors have got to be imminently involved in this,” 
said Morris. “A combined effort with the cities, the Forest 
Service and the sheriff's department and by putting pres- 
sure on legislators to enact stricter regulations is the only 
way we are going to solve this problem.” 

Nebeker said only one-fourth of the land damaged by 
ORVs belongs to the Uinta National Forest. He said the 
majority of the land damaged by ORVs belongs to the 
state, the county or private individuals. He said roads 
used by Utah Power & Light to maintain their lines and 
old gravel pits give ORVs access to the mountains.

County Sheriff's Office, said there are three laws that are 
commonly violated by ORV users, He said it is illegal for 
ORVs to destroy watershed. All public land is closed to 
ORVs unless the land is posted as being open to ORV use, 
he said. He also said many ORV users trespass on private 
property. ‘ : 

: Morris said stricter enforcement of the three laws is the 
best way of taking immediate action to keep ORVs from 
damaging the mountainside. He said the county will need 
to review these laws and decide if there is a need for 
stricter local ordinances. 

“Our best deterrent is going to be enforcement. It’s 
time we wake people up and let them know we are going 
to solve this problem,” said Morris. 

According to Hunt, the sheriffs office issued 300 cita- 
tions last year for violations of ORV laws. He said there 
were some instances where the sheriffs office impounded 
the ORVs. Hunt said the sheriff’s office received several 
complaints from parents every time an ORV was im- 
pounded. 


Stricter sentencing needed 


John Allan, deputy attorney from the Utah County At- 
torney’s Office, said the importance of this enforcement 
needs to be stressed to the courts so the judges can pass 
stricter sentences to violators of ORV laws. 

“Perhaps if a judge gave a violator some community 
service time to go along with a fine, then they would think 
twice before doing it again,” said Allan. ; 

Capt. Owen Quarnberg of the Utah County Sheriff's. 
Office, said citizens need to become aware of the problems 
caused by ORVs. He said citizen committees and coopera- 
tion from local police departments is essential if ORV 
damage is going to be eliminated. 

Nebeker said there are places where people can legally 
ride their ORVs. He said the public can find out where to 
legally ride ORVs by contacting the nearest Forest Ser- 
vice office.

Czech hijackers hoped to go to America 


FRANKFURT, West Germany — Two Czechoslovak teen-agers, aged 15 
and 16, shot their way onto a jetliner Wednesday at Ruzyne Airport in Prague 
and ordered it to the United States, but the crew convinced them it couldn’t fly 
that far and they gave up in Frankfurt. 

They surrendered when American military would not let them enter the 
U.S. Air Force base adjacent to Frankfurt’s commercial airport. 

The Hungarian agency MTI said Lajos Taba, Hungarian consul general in 
Prague, boarded the aircraft and negotiated the release of 82 passengers, 
including all women and children, trading himself for them.. 

Taba was among the 11 passengers when the plane landed in Frankfurt. 
There also was a crew of four. 

Hans Neitzel, chief spokesman for the Frankfurt police, said he did not 
know the hijackers’ motives. 

“They said they wanted to go to America, but why they wanted to go, 
whether they have relatives there or what, we don’t know,” he said. “Maybe it 
was just youthful adventure.” 

Karl-Heinz Wagner, another police spokesman, said the teen-agers carried 
a sawed-off shotgun, a rifle and a fake hand grenade. Police said no one was 
hurt and the incident ended peacefully less than three hours after its violent 
start. 


Report says doctors aid in patient suicide 


BOSTON — Doctors can ethically help terminally ill patients commit 
suicide by prescribing sleeping pills or other drugs and telling them what dose 
will end their lives, a panel of prominent doctors concludes. 

Doctors assisting patients in suicides “is certainly not rare,” although they 
don’t often talk about it, the group said. : 

It added, however, that if doctors ease the way for death by carefully 
attending to the comfort and dignity of their hopelessly ill patients, requests 
for suicide should be rare. 

The suicide guidelines were part of a report outlining doctors’ responsibili- 
ties toward their dying patients. Among other things, the paper urged doctors 
to give such patients as much pain medicine as they need to relieve their 
suffering, even if it hastens their deaths. 

“We really think that the physician has a responsibility to be actively 
involved in creating an environment in which a peaceful death can occur. That 
does not just happen,” said Dr. Sidney H. Wanzer, principal author of the 
report. 


Report adds evidence to slow economy 


WASHINGTON — The government reported Wednesday that its chief 
economic forecasting gauge dropped 0.3 percent in February, corroborating 
other signs of a slowdown in the economic expansion. 

Last month’s decline in the Index of Leading Economic Indicators, a com- 
posite of forward-looking business statistics, was matched by a comparable dip 
last September and was the biggest drop since a fall of 0.8 percent last July. 

Analysts said February’s decline was consistent with other recent signals 
that the economy may be losing steam — welcome news to those who say 
growth must slow in order to keep inflation from spiraling. 

“This should reduce concern about the economy overheating, while the 
decline is not sharp enough to give any signal of a recession,” said Jerry 
Jasinowski, chief economist for the National Association of Manufacturers. 

Others, however, are concerned that the economy will slow too much and 
that the Federal Reserve Board’s yearlong campaign to raise interest rates 
and dampen inflationary pressures will stifle growth altogether. 

Economist Bruce Steinberg of Merrill Lynch & Co. said Federal policy-mak- 
ers are “doing what they have to do” to cure inflation, with a recession likely to 
be the unintended side effect. 


FDIC rescues $18 billion Dallas bank 


WASHINGTON — Federal regulators said Wednesday they had seized 
control of most of MCorp, an $18 billion, Dallas-based bank holding company, 
pumping in $300 million in what will likely become the third largest commercial 
bank rescue ever. 

The Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. packaged 20 MCorp subsidiary banks 
into anew, government-owned institution with $15.4 billion in assets and $11.6 
billion in deposits. Left alone were five still-solvent subsidiary banks and a 
trust company. 

L. William Seidman, chairman of the FDIC, which insures commercial bank 
deposits up to $100,000, said the agency will seek buyers for the new institu- 
tion. He declined to estimate how much government aid will ultimately be 

‘ required, saying he did not want to reveal the figure to potential bidders. __

In addition to the murder, the Weber County man is charged with making a 
false insurance claim in the Nov. 7, 1986, death of Becky Rae Gault Randolph. 
She was found dead in the couple’s Clearfield home of a single gunshot wound 
to the head. A medical examiner ruled her death a suicide, but police claim 
they now have evidence linking Randolph to the woman’s death. Court records 
indicate Randolph received more than $250,000 in insurance benefits following 
his wife’s death. 

Second District Judge Rodney S. Page told prosecutors and defense attor- 
neys they each would have 18 peremptory challenges during jury selection. A 
peremptory challenge enables attorneys to dismiss potential jurors without 
cause.

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Church group hears drug addicts spea:

Utah drug abuse problems have en- 
couraged a local ward of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
to invite drug addicts to speak to their 
ward assembly. 

The Slate Canyon 5th Ward, 1350 
E. 900 S. in Provo, with the permis- 
sion of the Utah County Jail in Provo, 
had three individuals speak at a 
March 12 fireside. 

One of the participants was a 
woman in the county jail serving time 
for a drug-related crime; the other 
two were men who were recently re- 
leased from jail. The 5th Ward asked 
them to talk to the local Church mem- 
bers about their personal experi- 
ences. 

The ward bishop, Russell 
Reynolds, said the purpose of the 
fireside was to give youths an oppor- 
tunity to get acquainted with nega- 
tive consequences triggered by drug 
abuse. 

“This is the first opportunity to 
have drug addicts at the meeting,” 
and the audience had a strong feeling 
against drugs, he said. 

He said feedback from the ward 
members, including Timpview High 
School and Farrer Junior High School 
students and their parents, was very 


supportive. “We would like to have 
another one” because having someone 
who has actually been a drug user 
might persuade youths not to use 
drugs, he said, 

Reynolds said the three speakers 
explained how they started using 
drugs. : 

He said they indicated that drugs 
looked like a lot of fun in the beginning 
and that they gradually became inde- 
pendent individuals away from their 
families. Then, all of a sudden, they 
realized that using drugs became a 
kind of habit and that they could 
never get out of it. 

An interesting thing Reynolds 
learned from their speech, he said, is 
that drug users try to reach the same 
“high” they received the first time 
they took drugs. Consequently, they 
used more drugs and had to do some 
illegal things to find money to pur- 
chase drugs. 

According to research conducted 
by the state Division of Substance 
Abuse in March 1985, an estimated 
70,300 Utahns were regular users of 
marijuana; 
Utahns were regular users of one or 
more of the following other drugs: co- 
caine, heroin, amphetamines, seda- 
tives, tranquilizers and/or analgesics.

High-fiber, low-fat diets 
may retard babies’ growth

WASHINGTON — High-fiber di- 
ets that are low in fat and cholesterol 
may be healthy for adults but not for 
babies, according to infant dietary 
guidelines released Wednesday by a 
major baby-food maker and endorsed 
by federal nutrition officials and pedi- 
atricians. 

In fact, diets recommended for 
adults may actually retard growth in 
babies and toddlers by denying them 
the high-energy foods they need, the 
guidelines say. 

The recommendations were devel- 
oped by Gerber Products Co. and 
drawn from statements of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Pediatrics and the 
American Dietetic Association. 


“The key message is that babies 
need to be fed like babies, not like 
adults,” said Dr. Guy Johnson, direc- 
tor of infant nutrition for Gerber. 

Gerber said its “Dietary Guidelines 
for Infants,” outlined in a 19-page 
booklet, are the first comprehensive 
recommendations aimed at children 
under 2 who are no longer relying 
solely on breast milk or infant for- 
mula. 

The company’s statement said that 
the Dietary Guidelines for Ameri- 
cans, published jointly by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services, are directed at healthy 
Americans in the general population 
and “should not be strictly applied” to 
infants.

Social security tips

OMBUDSMAN 
Before your first job, a Social Secu- 
rity card was necessary. Since then, 
you have been known as a nine digit 
number. The purpose of the number 
is to keep track of earnings through- 
out your life. When you begin work- 
ing, your social security card must be 
shown to your empolyer as a form of 
identification. Your earnings will be 
reported to government agencies. 

If youlose your Social Security card 
or change your name, you must apply 
for a replacement card. You will also 
be asked to provide proof of citizen- 
ship or legal alien status. 

Private institutions such as BYU, 
are allowed to-use your Social Secu- 
rity number for their records. ‘There 
are precautions every individual 
should take to ensure the safety of 
their records. First, make sure you 


know what your number is going to be 
used for before you reveal it. Second, 
do not voluntarily display your card 
or number to unauthorized personnel. 
Third, make periodic checks on your 
records. This may be done over the 
telephone. in some states. Fourth, 
keep your W-2 forms to compare with 
your social security records. Finally, 
be sure mail containing your number 
is forwarded to the correct address. 
If you move a lot, have your mail 
forwarded. Change of address forms 
are at the post office. Have your ad- 
dress changed on the records where 
your number is used (including BYU, 
banks, employment offices, etc.). 
Most people will never experience a 
problem with their number, but if 
someone does use it incorrectly, it is 
your responsibility to prove there 
was an error. People have used an- 
other’s social security number and 
name to avoid taxes, to get loans or 
credit or to open accounts with utility. 
companies. In most cases & check is” 
done on identification and back- 
ground, but there are exceptions.

ls there a depression 
awaiting graduates? 


April graduation is nearing again, 
and the class of ’89 has begun inter- 
viewing for jobs they expect will be 
theirs now that they’ve paid the high 
price of education. 

Those who aren’t graduating move 
forward with anticipation of employ- 

ment security when they finish at 
BYU. Few seem anxious about the 
future. Most trust the four-year plan 
they invested in will pay off when 
they finally leave BYU. 

But with the U.S. spending more 
than it saves, some economists are 
predicting a major economic reces- 
sion and possibly another 30s-scale 
depression within the next few years. 
And that isn’t good news for this 
year’s graduating class. Whether 
these economic traumas will occur is 
speculation. 

Some economists argue this specu- 
lation is foolish because the economy 
has grown at a steady 2.5 to 3 percent 
annual rate for several years, and in- 
flation is at a low 3 percent. Many 
economists also claim the media feed 
hysteria about depression and this 
may influence the market. With the 
healthy recovery of the stock market 
after the 1987 crash, economists are 
sure the economy is going up, not 
down. 

Economist Anatole  Kaletsky 
doesn’t expect a 1930-scale depres- 
sion. He believes the economy is dete- 
riorating for now, but will later grow 
quite strong. And a new group of the- 
orists—Wall Street's new wave 
economists—hbelieve financial mar- 
kets, not the government, control the 
economy and have positioned it in 
modest, non-inflationary growth. 

But Feb. 23 brought bad news to 
Wall Street. Stocks slumped and in- 
terest rates soared after January’s 
sharp 0.6 percent rise in consumer 
prices. 

Fed chairman Alan Greenspan, 
told the press, “if inflation re- 
emerges, I think a recession will 
move up on us much more quickly 
than we can imagine.” French 
economists say Americans have con- 
tinued to avoid economic adjustment 
by devaluing the dollar and lowering 
interest rates, throwing the economy 
grossly out of balance. Financial con- 
sultant Ashby Bladen points out the 
real reason for economic slumps is ex- 
cessive burdens of debt; as long as the 
U.S. continues to borrow, it is headed 
for trouble. 

What if another Great Depression 
does hit the world within the next 
couple of years? How badly will it af- 
fect the United States, and more im- 
portantly, the BYU graduating class 
of ’89 and those to follow? 

During the 30s depression, unem- 


ployment soared to 25 percent. We 
can expect that number to be higher 
this time as more people rely on busi- 
ness and industry rather than farm- 
ing for employment as they did in the 
30s. 

Seniors graduating in the next few 
years may not be able to find profes- 
sional employment if the economy 
worsens. Good jobs may not last long 
because business failures will in- 
crease. 

Another depression will cause fore- 
closures to rise, and those students 
who have recently graduated and 
bought new houses may lose them and 
be forced to move in with other family 
members. 

Those who know how to grow food 
will be fortunate as money to buy fuel 
and supermarket goods could become 
scarce. Cash will be king. Savings will 
become fashionable again, and sec- 
ond-hand shopping might become 
necessary. Recently graduated stu- 
dents, expecting to purchase comput- 
ers and new cars, may not have 
money to invest in them and be forced 
to wait longer for a small piece of the 
American pie. 

But is all this gloom and doom real- 
istic? Only grandpas and economists 
talk about great depressions, and 
BYU students have never lived 
through one, so perhaps it’s hard to 
imagine and even harder to get overly 
concerned about. Some economists 
argue that depression speculation is 
precisely the panic they have been 
warning against--just because mod- 
ern economic trends mirror those of 
the early 30s does not mean depres- 
sion is on the way. Back then, finan- 
cial conditions escalated before the 
depression hit; today’s economy has 
climbed well above recession levels 
projected after the 1987 crash. 

However, there is something un- 
nerving about America’s continued 
economic well-being. If a major de- 
pression isn’t on the way, then what 
can we expect will be the equalizing 
force for an economy burdened by 
debt and over-spending? Who’s going 
to pay the bill? For those seniors who 
have begun the search, but can’t seem 
to find the job, the questions have 
already begun to be answered. 

There is one cheerful note for those 
yet to graduate. Ifa major depression 
does hit the economy in the next few 
years, most students won’t own a 
house or car or anything of value they 
can lose to a dying economy. But the 
class of ’89, and those following soon 
thereafter, may be the ones who lose 
the most and pay the hardest for 
empty years of supposed wealth in a 
greedy nation.

Asa graduate of BYU and an admin- 
istrative assistant to Congressman 
James V. Hansen, I feel an answer is 
warranted to your editorial of March 20 
concerning the purchase of a vehicle by 
the Hansen Campaign. 

Running a congressional campaign is 
expensive, and in a short period, a cam- 
paign committee accumulates comput- 
ers, word processors, printers, copy 
machines, typewriters, filing cabinets, 
desks and many other items. You are 
correct that radio and television spots, 
billboards, ete., are a part of the cam- 
paign budget, but common sense will 
tell you that a campain is the equivalent 
of a small business and you must have 
staff and equipment to function. 

The First Congressional District is 
the ninth largest in the United States, 
running from the Idaho border to the 
Arizona border, from Nevada to Lake 
Powell. Consequently, one of the cam- 
paign’s largest expenses is transporta- 
tion. During a campaign, campaign 
workers are constantly traveling from 
as far north as Rich County to as far 
south as Washington County. Each and 
every mile must be accounted for, and 
the campaign must pay the driver (or 
owner) 21 cents per mile. 

After five congressional campaigns, 
our accountant concluded that it would 
be less expensive to purchase a vehicle 
than to reimburse the aforementioned 
mileage costs. As you know (but failed 


to report), one Utah senator has a cam-- 


paign vehicle and the other leases one. 
Another Utah congressman also has a 
campaign vehicle. Ifouwr campaign vehi- 
cle is ever used for personal use, the 
operator must reimburse the campaign 
committee 21 cents per mile. 

We fully intend to use the vehicle for 
the congressman’s B LM WildernessBill 
(a reason a four wheel drive was pur- 
chased), and the operator will pay the 
campaign 21 cents per mile for such con- 
gressional use. Contrary to your edito- 
rial, it is easy to see the vehicle will pay 
for itself and not cost the contributor. 

From the tone of your article, I draw 
the conclusion that you think we are the 
first in Congress to purchase a cam- 
paign vehicle. A great many congress- 
men and senators have campaign vehi- 
cles. Incidentally, Rep. Hansen owns 
his own car and would rarely have a rea- 
son to use the campaign vehicle. 

Let me say that it would be well to 
investigate all the facts concerning how 
campaigns are conducted prior to writ- 
ing inflammatory editorials.

Provo Police Department officials 
said Wednesday that rumors of sa- 
tanic worship-related activities were 
not the cause of a fire that destroyed 
an abandoned horse stable over the 
weekend. 

The cause of the fire is being inves- 
tigated by the Provo Fire and Police 
Departments and the State Fire Mar- 
shal’s office. Provo Fire Captain Phil 
Harris said the cause of the fire ini- 
tially was listed as “suspicious,” and 
investigators suspected arson. 

There have been numerous rumors 
that satanic rituals were being per- 
formed in the barn over the last 12 
years, according to Provo Police Cap- 
tain George Pierpont.

U, said NASA, Comsat Corp. and In- 
telsat satellite companies will link by 
satellite with doctors in Armenia who 
are treating victims of the December 
1988 earthquake. 

The main cost of the preeoai is 
the ground-stationed satellite at 
said Clemmer. NASA is 
providing a compatible satellite 
ground terminal to be installed in 
Yerevan to link Armenian physicians 
with United States medical facilities. 

“This type of linkup would be an 
absolute necessity for future space 
stations,” said Clemmer. If a person 
based on a space station were to be- 
come ill, it could cost over one-half 
billion dollars to get him back to earth 
for treatment. Future space stations 
with a large number of personnel. will 
be able to use similar satellite links to 
treat patients.

“The Soviet Government and inter- 
national relief efforts have been 
heroic and much appreciated,” Dr. 
Clemmer said, “but the Armenians 
still feel access to expertise in specific 
areas would be very helpful in over- 
coming difficulties and in rebuilding 
and strengthening their health sys- 
tem following the earthquake.” 

Other medical facilities working 
with the telemedicine link are the 
Uniformed Services University of the 
Health Sciences in Bethesda, the 
University of Maryland Institute for 
Emergency Medical Services System 
in Baltimore and the University of 
Texas Health Science. Center at 
Houston.
